VAN BUREN — Van Buren 
Township voters went to the 
polls yesterday and in one stroke 
recalled from office five mem- 
bers of the township board, in- 
cluding the supervisor. 

“1 am as shocked as anyone,* * 
said Township Clerk Doreen 
Craven, one of the four elected 
officials targeted by the recall. 
“I believe that the voters are 
turned off by politics and we 
were the victims.’* 

Voters turned out of office Su- 
pervisor Patricia Cullin by a vote 
of 1,924 to 1,338. Mrs. Craven, 
who served as the township 
clerk, was ousted from office by 
a vote of 1,908 to 1,268. Voters 
also recalled Township Treasurer 
Tom Welty, who served the po- 
lice commissioner. He lost his 
office by a vote of 2,145 to 
1,130. 

Trustees Tim Toohey and 
Chester Wojie were also turned 
out of office. The vote to recall 
Toohey was 1,990 yes as com- 
pared to 1,142 no. Trustee Wojie 
was recalled 1,810 to 1,188. 

\ * ' The make-up of the present 
I board will remain intact until the 
beard ol canvassers meets two 
weeks hence to certify the elec- 
tion. In the meantime the transi- 
tion of government will be shift- 
ed to the deputy clerk and 
deputy treasurer. There are two 
trustees, Darwin Kureih and 
Thurston Jahr, who were not 
singled out for recall. 

However, Jahr, who was ap- 
pointed by the present board to 
fill a vacancy created by Fred 
Domen’s resignation, lost his bid 
for office when he was defeated 
yesterday for the Democratic 
nomination for the office. 

Jahr holds 355 votes as com- 
pared to political newcomer 
Marilyn Montgomery’s 686. 
Mrs. Montgomery will face the 
Republican nominee Ron Yur- 
£hak in the general election 
scheduled in November for the 
trustee’s seat. 

Vic Edwards, also a Demo- 
cratic hopeful, received 361 
votes. However, he was eliminat- 
ed from the running. 

Mrs. Montgomery, who is a 
long-time resident of the town- 
ship, is the wife of former Police 
Chief George Montgomery who 
resigned last year after a contro- 
versial appointment.

Child killer gets long jail term 


Taylor sentenced to mandatory 22 years in prison 


Convicted child killer Ronald 
Taylor Jr. will spend the next 22 
years of his life in prison. 

Taylor, 38, of Romulus w f as sent- 
enced last week in Wavne County 
Circuit Court for the second degree 
murder of 10-year-old Monica 
Webb, who w r as killed during a vol- 
ley of bullets sprayed on the Webb 
home by Taylor after a family argu- 
ment. 


Taylor was found guilty of second 
degree murder, five counts of 
assault to commit murder and pos- 
session of a Firearm. He was sent- 
enced to 20 to 40 years for second 
degree murder; 15 to 20 for each 
count of assault to commit murder 
and meted out a mandatory two 
year jail term for the felony with a 
Firearm conviction. 

According to police. Taylor will 
have to serve at least 22 years be- 


fore he would become eligible for 
parole. 

Taylor was found guilty by a jury 
of fatally shooting the Webb girl. 
The additional charges resulted 
from Taylor w'oundlng Monica 
Webb s twin sister. Erika, through 
the arm, and a bullet also grazed 
her brother, Robert Jr., 13. 

The children s mother was also 
hit by a bullet during the New 


Year’s Day shooting spree that 
police said was sparked by an in- 
vitation by Mr. Webb to Taylor to 
leave the Webb home after he 
(Taylor) used foul language. 

Police said that Taylor later re- 
turned to the Webb home on Moore 
Street, and, with a 30 caliber rifle, 
began shooting into the Webb home. 

Monica Webb was shot in the head 
as she sat in the family’s living 
room couch in front of the window. 


Police reported that Taylor sent 
approximately 25 shots into the 
front of the residence, killing the 
one child and wounding the others. 
He then fled the area only to return 
later to repeat the shooting this 
time at the rear of the house. 

Taylor was apprehended a short 
time later by Romulus police offic- 
ers who were summoned to the 
scene.

Handicapped — they don’t 
see it the same way

John Wood is a man making 
dreams come true. 

He doesn’t wave a magic wand or 
practice withcraft, but he does, 
along with six other teachers in the 1 
Wayne-Westland School District, 
offer many young people the chance 
to fulfill one of the biggest dreams 
of every teenager 
John Wood teaches drivers 
education. And while that may not 
seem to be an act comparable to 
wizardry — Wood teaches the art of 
driving to handicapped and learn- 
ing disabled students, young people 
who would never have a chance to 
obtain that most precious of all 
badges of adulthood, the driver’s 
license, without him 
Wood, 34, as the supervisor of the 
special education division of driv- 
ers education for the school district 
has taught more than 60 handicap- 
ped students to drive well enough to 
pass the state driver’s examina- 
tion. He deals with para-plegic, 
physically handicapped, emo- 
tionally impaired, learning dis- 
abled. hearing impaired and other 
types of physical imperfections 
with his students 
He explained that there is such a 
diversity of areas of impairment 
and that each requires a specific 


technique for out-of-the-ordinary 
type instruction. He explained that 
recently one of the teachers de- 
veloped a system of hand signals 
performed on the dashboard of the 
vehicle to instruct the student driv- 
er who had a hearing impairment. 
“Obviously the student couldn t 
take his eyes off the road to read the 
teacher's lips, so the teacher. Tom 
Donnolly, devised the hand signal 
system. It really worked out very 
well," Wood said. 

The cars used in the specialized 
training are equipped with adaptive 
devices for the physically hand- 
icapped. Mirrors are larger and 
placed on the side of the car. there 
are steering grip bars and hand con- 
trols for both the brake and gas for 
paraplegic students and, according 
to Wood, a multitude of other items. 

Robert Greenwell of Wayne is the 
man chiefly responsible for the 
alterations to the vehicles — a Field 
in which he is an expert. Greenwell 
has been modifying all types of 
vehicles for the handicapped for a 
number of years and has devised 
systems to adapt motor vehicles for 
every type of handicap 

“You just come up with a mecha- 
nical way to do anything a person is 
physically unable to do . ’ ’ Greenwell 
explained There is enough tech- 
nology these days from other indus- 
tries to adapt mechanically to any 


Area Fire investigators are hop-

Local man

A 63-year-old Romulus man was 
charged last week with negligent 
homicide in connection with the 
auto-pedestrian deaths of two teen- 
age youths. 

The defendant, Joe Willie Yarer- 
ough, was arraigned on two counts 
of negligent homicide with a motor 
vehicle. He stood mute in the cour- 
troom of District Judge James 
Stone. 

Judge Stone entered a plea of not 
guilty for Yarerough who was re- 
leased on a $5,000 personal bond He 
will reappear in court later this 
month for pre-trial examination 

Yarerough is charged in the 
deaths of Brian Hunter. 18, of Inks- 
ter. and Tina Jones, 17, of Romulus. 
Hunter and Jones were either stroll- 
ing or about to cross Beverly Rd. 
just w r est of Chamberlin Rd. w r hen 
they were struck by the car oper- 
ated by the accused, police said 

Yarerough stopped at the scene of 
the accident, according to Romulus 
police. 

Hunter was pronounced dead 
shortly after arrival at Wayne 
County General Hospital, while 
Miss Jones died tw r o days later 
(Aug.l) from injuries sustained in 
the accident 

Police said that they had pre- 
sented their case to the Wayne 
County Prosecutor s Office w ho had 
recommended that the defendant 
be charged w'ith the tw'o counts of 
negligent homicide

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One city’s approach to Foster Care Homes 

Officials eye municipal ownership

In an attempt to gain more local 
input into the placement of foster 
care homes within city boundaries. 
Wayne officials are preparing to 
discuss the possibilty of municipal 
ownership of such a facility with 
representatives of the Northville 
Residential Training Center. 

The Wayne City Council unani- 
mously agreed recently to pursue 
the possibility of city ownership of a 
home for the mentally retarded af- 
ter learning that the Northville Cen- 
ter had abandoned plans to build a 
house for six severely mentally im- 
paired persons at the corner of 
Laurenwood and Glenwood 

Last month City Engineer Ralph 
Migid reported that the site plan for 
the proposed one-level structure 
failed to adhere to city codes and 
ordinances due to the lack of avail- 
able space between the side street 
and the house. 

A meeting of nearly 200 con- 


cerned citizens on July 14. many 
from Wayne s Glenwood Heights 
Subdivision, drew various critic- 
isms regarding the procedures sur- 
rounding site selection for foster 
care homes. 

At the session city officials reiter- 
ated their opinion that “the state 
should adopt a fair share policy 
based on patient population regard- 
ing the placement of the handicap- 
ped and the retarded 

Although Laima Starwas. direc- 
tor of Northville s Community 
Placement Unit, recently admitted 
the Laurenwood site would not be 
pursued, she told the council of the 
Center's ‘ intent to develop an 
Alternative Intermediate Services 
home in Wayne.' 

She added that “another location 
is being sought in place of the 
Laurenwood site.” 

Mayor Patrick Norton termed the 
possibility of the city becoming the 
owner of the proposed home, “an 
avant garde move for the com- 
munity. ” 


“The alternative is to have the 
home placed in Wayne outside our 
discretionary jurisdiction.' the 
mayor explained The city would 
not run the house, we would only 
select the site based on our own 
input 

Statistics recently released by 
the Northville Center showed the 
existence of five mental health 
group homes in Wayne with three 
other license applications pending 
A survey of exist ing homes in neigh- 
boring communities revealed the 
presence of nine such facilities. in 
Westland . eight in Canton Township 
and 15 in Inkster. 

Wayne residents complained that 
the study revealed a disproprtion- 
ate number of group homes in cities 
such as Dearborn (two homes) and 
Dearborn Heights (two homes), 
based on total households in the re- 
spective municipalities. 

“We want a fair share plan,' Nor- 
ton declared It ’s been alleged that 
the reason cities like Dearborn and 
Grosse Pointe don t have as many 


(group) homes is because Realtors 
there get together to keep them out 
Allegedly it s done the same way 
that Dearborn has kept the blacks 
out . 

According to the proposed muni- 
cipal ownership concept, the city 
would invest in the local facility for 
the right to pick its location. 

Councilman Milt Mack’s sugges- 
tion that a moratorium be prop- 
osed on future location of foster 
care homes in Wayne while discus- 
sions continued failed to garner any 
support from his colleagues. 

That would create an impedi- 
ment to the discussions.” claimed 
Norton If they (state agency offi- 
cials ) perceive this as simply a way 
to delay things, the discussions will 
never get off the ground 
“There are a number of state agen- 
cies involved in the placing of 
homes.” remarked Councilman 
Robert Beeny. **I don’t know how 
this (possible city ownership) will 
solve the problem The problem is 
in Lansing.”

Further, Congressman Ford 
pointed out, recent studies have 
shown an increased use of drugs 
and alcohol and poorer school per- 
formance among children who 
work long hours during the school 
week.

HURON TOWNSHIP 

ORDINANCE 82-3 

An Ordinance to amend the following Sections of Ordinance No 20 
Section 02 70.10 is amended to read as follows: 

10. Dwelling, One-Family: A building, STRUCTURE, MOBILE HOME OR 
PREFABRICATED, PREMANUFACTURED OR PRECUT STRUCTURE 
designed exclusively for and occupied exclusively by one (1) family. 
Sections 11 20.01, 12.20.01, 14 20.01 and 20 20.01 are amended to read as fol- 
lows: 

01. One-family dwellings. 

A new Section 40 60 00 is to be added as follows: 

01. A one-family dwelling and any additions or alterations thereto erected or 
placed in the Township, other than mobile homes located in a licensed 
mobile home park approved under the provisions of Article XXV herein, 
shall conform to the following regulations in addition to all other regula- 
tions of this Ordinance: 

It shall comply with all pertinent building, construction and fire codes for 
one-family dwellings. 

The plan outline of the dwelling, including only heated living area, shall be 
large enough to contain within it a square of 20 feet on a side. This size 
requirement shall not make any house existing at the date of amendment 
nonconforming so that they cannot be enlarged or improved. . 

It shall be firmly attached to a permanent foundation constructed on the 
site in accordance with the State Construction Code and shall have a wall 
of the same perimeter dimensions of the dwelling . and constructed of such 
materials and type as required in the applicable building code for one- 
family dwellings. In the event that the dwelling is a mobile home, as 
defined herein, such dwelling shall be installed pursuant to the manufac- 
turer’s set up instructions and shall be secured to the premises by an 
anchoring system or device complying with the rules and regulations of 
the Michigan Mobile Home Commission and shall have a perimeter waiL 
as required above. 

In the event that a dwelling is a mobile home as defined herein, each 
mobile home shall be installed with the wheels removed. Additionally, no 
dwellings shall have any exposed towing mechanism, undercarriage or 
chassis. 

It shall be connected to public sewer and w'ater supply, if available, or if 
not available, to private facilities approved by the Wayne County Health 
Department 

It shall comply with all pertinent zoning, subdivision and other ordinances 
regulating use . floor area . lot size . setback and yards in the zoning district 
in which it is located 

It shall comply with all pertinent building and fire codes. In the case of a 
mobile home, all construction and all plumbing, electrical apparatus and 
insulation within and connected to said mobile home shall be of a type and 
quality conforming to the “Mobile Home Construction and Safety Stan- 
dards’’ as promulgated by the United States Department of Housing and 
Urban Development, being 24CFR3280, and as from time to time such 
standards may be amended. 

Additionally, all dwellings shall meet or exceed all applicable roof snow 
load and strength requirements. 

It shall be aesthetically compatible in design and appearance to homes in 
the neighborhood in w'hich it is located In the first instance, it shall be the 
responsibility of the Building Department to determine w hether this stan- 
dard is met The Building Department may, in its descretion. refer the 
matter to the Zoning Board of Appeals for their determination Any party 
aggrieved by an adverse decision by the Building Department may appeal 
to the Board of Appeals, which Board shall make the determination with 
findings, based upon its independent judgement, without reference to the 
standards for the granting of variances. The determination of compatibil- 
ity shall be based upon the character, design, and appearance of residen- 
tial dwellings located outside of mobile home parks within two-thousand 
(2,000) feet of the subject dwelling, \where such area is developed with 
dwellings to the extent of not less than 20** of the lots situated within said 
area ; or w'here said area is not so developed by the character, design and 
appearance of the residential dwelling generally found throughout the 
Township The determination of compatibility shall also be based upon 
compliance with the following standards: 

a) The dwelling shall have a combination of roof overhang and pitch 
comparable to the overhang and pitch of homes typically found in the 
neighborhood in which it is to be located 

b) The dwelling shall have a chimney that is constructed of material and 
style similar to those of other dw ellings typically found in the neighbor- 
hood in which it is to be located 

c) The dwelling shall have steps and or porches which provide access to 
exterior doors, which are permanently attached to the ground and to the 
structure, and which are comparable to steps and or porches of homes 
typically found in the neighborhood in w'hich it is to be located 

d) The dwelling and roof shall be covered w ith a material which is in 
composition, color, texture, malleability, direction of joints, and 
method of fastening to the structure comparable to those typically 
found in the neighborhood in which it is to be located. 

e ) The dwelling shall have w indows located on the front sides and exterior 
doors either on the front and rear, or front and side, as generally found 
in homes in the neighborhood in which it is to be located 

f ) The dwelling shall not have a detached garage, if attached garages are 
typically found in the neighborhood in which it is to be located 

02 A dwelling may be approved as aesthetically compatible in design and 
appearance to homes in the neighborhood in which it is to be located even if 
all of the above conditions do not exist, provided it is determined that the 
dwelling and or its site has other design features w'hich make it aestheti- 
cally compatible to homes in the district The foregoing shall not be 
construed to prohibit innovative design concepts involving such matters 
as energy conscious devices such as solar energy, view, unique land 
contour, or relief from the common or standard designed home 
Section 14. EFFECTIVE DATE 

This Ordinance shall be come effective thirty (30) days after its publica- 
tion in the Romulus Roman

The sights and smells after a half circle of the place necessitated 
our orders for early morning brews — raspberry tea for my compan- 
ion and special perked decaf for vours truly The nearby pastry booth 
we’d studied relieved us of a few pennies, too. as we finally opted for a 
French cruller and freshly-baked blueberry muffin The pans in 
which they nestled flanked a tiered pie Susan which groaned with 
mile-high wedges of everyone’s favorites: coconut and banana 
cream lemon meringue. F rench silk chocolate, peanut butter cream 
and etcetera (Do 1 have your undivided attention yet°) 

Feeling we were now fortified enough to Hip through dress racks 
and try on a few namebrand mark-downs, we double-barreled it 
through the nationally-advertised store behind Arlene F rancis’ radio 
voice and tound ourselves loaded down before we thought to ask. Do 
vou take credit cards 0 ’’ 


After hearing “cash or checks only ” , just a few choice pieces went 
into the dressing room with us since our enthusiasm was not matched 
by cold cash. On agreeing that we’d worn off enough calories by 
burning all that energy, we returned to T.H to relax and sit down to 
lunch. 

I forgot to mention that we’d earlier cased each and every offering 
in the aisles of appetite teasers, and retracing our steps, thought we 
were prepared to order. We were fooled, however, since now the 
place was fairly booming with enthusiastic, energetic eaters and we 
had the additional distraction of sizing up what THEY ’D chosen and 
equating portions and appeal. What a dilemma ! EVER Ything looked 
good and. oh, the aromas! 

Only on a visit there yourself will you believe that we made the 
rounds a couple more times, becoming more indecisive and confused 
by the minute. You just might be a bit more understanding when you 
learn that we had Japanese. Greek. Polish Mexican. Chinese, 
French and scads of American menus from which to choose. Tem- 
pura vegetable kabobs. Buddha pie. gyros sandwiches, gigantic 
baked potatoes with a selection of some dozen toppings, lo-cal steam- 
boat rolls and dinners, made-to-your-specifications salads (fruit or 
vegetable), croissant sandwiches, pizza-all-ways, pierogis. pasties, 
quiches, seafood tarts, burritos. enchiladas and all the south of the 
border fare ; the meins, foo youngs and won tons of the Orient : fresh 
fruit smoothies, cider, non-alkie pina coladas. lemon and limeades 
natural ice creams and frozen custards; gigantic cookies, maca 
roons, French and American pastries, crusty breads and rolls

Over ten years ago, the PLO. in alliance with Syria, attacked 
the Jordanian government. After a pitched battle, including 
massive Syrian tank formations, the Syrians and the PLO were 
defeated. 

The PLO was kicked out of Jordan. Then the PLO. those 
wonderful folks who added murder and kidnapping as unsche- 
duled events in the 1972 Munich Olympic Games, squatted in 
Lebanon. 

From Lebanon, the PLO launched attacks on Israeli Civilian 
settlements. The PLO succeeded in instigating a civil war in 
Lebanon, demolishing most of the county, including Beirut. 

Syria got into the act, apparently hoping to annex some or all 
of Lebanon’s territory eventually. 

For over six years, the PLO continued to attack Israeli civi- 
lians, raiding from Lebanese territory. Allied PLO terrorists 
perpertuate a series of outrages against Israelis and others in 
Europe and elsewhere. The latest such outrage was an attemp- 
ted assassination of an Israeli diplomat in Europe. 

Fed up with such terrorism , and failure of diplomatic efforts of 
the U.S. and others to curb PLO terrorism, Israel decided to 
defend itself from this activity. It launched a full scale invasion 
of Lebanon to clear out the Syrian missile sites and curb the PLO 
capacity to attack Israeli civilians. 

The invasion stopped short of West Beirut, where the PLO has 
holed up. For a month, the PLO has used innocent Lebanese 
civilians in West Beirut as hostages. Israel has withheld the final 
assault on the last sanctuary of the PLO. Arab governments 
have refused sanctuary to the “freedom fighters”. 

Meanwhile, the American government, under Ronald 
Reagan, (1) continues fruitless “negotiations” with the terror- 
ists through a third party ; (2) officially deplores the fate of the 
innocent Beirut civilians; and (3) taps Israel on the wrist by 
delaying arms shipments because Israel used cluster bombs as 
“offensive weapons". 

In the Beirut affair, it apparently has never occurred to 
Reagan that the effective way of handling the PLO would be a 
denial of any diplomatic support for any Palistinian autonomy in 
Israeli held territory so long as the PLO continues to engage 
either in terrorist activity or to hold innocent civilians as hos- 
tages. Instead. Reagan is moving in a direction of offering the 
PLO incredible diplomatic gains as a reward for holding the 
innocent Lebanese civilians in Beirut as hostages. 

Undoubtedly, Israel (1) will soon clean out the PLO from 
Beirut; and (2) some more innocent Lebanese civilians will be 
killed by both the Israelis and the PLO. The American govern- 
ment will succeed in alienating both legitimate Arab govern- 
ments and Israel while coddling the PLO terrorist. Ronald 
Reagan will have added another glorious chapter to the story of 
his Administration's successes in foreign affairs, already hav- 
ing achieved interesting results with supporting “improve- 
ment” in the police state of El Salvador; doing nothing substan- 
tive to help Polish Solidarity; alienating everybody in the gas 
pipeline to Europe: and alienating everybody in the Falklands 
comedy. 

The affinity of Reagan for terrorists in the Middle East, 
murdering dictators in Latin America, and jailers of union lead- 
ers in Eastern Europe, is apparently unlimited. How this be- 
nefits the American government or the American people is a 
mystery.

Why are W-W school board 
members targets of recall? 


Why are the four Wayne-Westland School 
board members being recalled? 

It is not because they have committed an “act 
Of misfeasance, malfeasance, or nonfeasance” 
(the usual charges levied against a member to 
be recalled) but that out of the thousands of 
decisions they make in a year recall supporters 
say that these four board members voted wrong 
on the community college issue and the teacher 
pay increase.

It 
will cost approximatley $30,000 to hold this re- 
call election and if the four members are recal- 
led it will cost another $30,000 to hold an election 
to replace them. 

I find this a rather ironic situation in that 
many recall supporters want to recall the four 
Board members because they feel these four 
members are wasting their money and yet they 
think nothing of wasting a possible $60,000 on 
this election and a possible subsequent election 
to elect new members to replace the four. 

In conclusion, I believe that the recall must be 
defeated on September 14 because the four 
Board members have done nothing wrong. They 
have served our district in good faith and while 
no one can satisfy all of the people all of the time 
I believe they have served the best interests of 
our fine school system. The stakes are too high 
in this election to vent one's frustration over 
high taxes by retaliating against these four good 
public servants. I urge you to consider voting 
against the recall.

This is unfortunate, since one sys- 
tem is no more discriminatory than 
the other — when administered by 
well-meaning officials Municipali- 
ties that elect officials from dis- 
tricts have also been sued to bring 
about minority representation 

Election reform is no easy feat, as 
we have seen during Congressional 
reapportionment But there are 
real differences between the two 
systems They are too often over- 
looked in the name of civil rights 

Georgia, for example, is one of 12 
states that permit localities to 
select either system, although most 
hold at-large elections I suspect 
counties will not voluntarily come 


forward to change their laws,” says 
Jay Ricketts of the Georgia Asso- 
ciation of Counties. “Because Geor- 
gia is among 22 states whose elec- 
tion procedures are automatically 
reviewed by the U.S. Department of 
Justice. It is a long and grueling 
process. I think they'll wait until 
they get taken to court ” 

In contrast, some local govern- 
ments are modernizing election 
procedures before they’re forced 
into it The citizens of Summit Coun- 
ty. (Akron) Ohio, for instance, are 
involved in an on-going dialogue. 
Last year they adopted a new form 
of government A \hree-member 
commission was replaced by an 
elected county executive and seven- 
member council The charter com- 
mission reviewed election options 
before deciding that officials would 
continue to represent the entire 
community 

According to Elizabeth DeBruin. 
county director of planning; the 
citizens felt a fight over district 
lines might prevent approval of the 
charter 

Now citizens have again stepped 
forward to request election by dis- 
trict Two communities have pas- 
sed resolutions supporting the 


change. 

“As I go around the county, peo- 
ple ask Who represents me 0 Who 
will bring my problems before the 
council?’ ” says Executive John R 
Morgan “I recommend they con- 
sult the member who lives nearby. 
As a matter of fact, council mem- 
bers have an area they feel loyal to, 
even though they represent the en- 
tire community. Akron residents 
support Akron Former township 
trustees vote together on issues 
such as annexation 

It is too early to tell if district rep- 
resentation will be on the fall ballot 
in Summit County But such change 
is likely to be debated for a long 
time I believe the public supports 
this,” Morgan says His plan calls 
for dividing the county into six dis- 
tricts with an additional three coun- 
cil members elected at large. 

Summit County won local control 
of elections when its new charter 
was approved by the state But only 
99ofthe nation's3, 106 counties have 
home rule In 16 states local govern- 
ments must have district repre- 
sentation In 20 others, at-large 
elections are the law 

Political scientists see benefits to 
both systems. At-large elections 


prevent legislators from only de- 
fending neighborhood interests. It 
eliminates gerrymandering, for 
there is no need to draw and re- 
draw district lines as population 
shifts. At-large elections tend to 
promote stability and unity in gov- 
ernment, and encourages officials 
to consider problems from a coun- 
ty-wide perspective. 

In some counties, candidates run 
for a specific seat on the county 
board that represents their district 
of residence — and then the entire 
county votes for them This proce- 
dure guarantees all geographic 
areas of the county will be repre- 
sented, but the election can be won 
by someone who fails to carry the 
home district, as has occurred in 
Baltimore County. Md., on occa- 
sion 

Election by district assures each 
district will be represented by the 
person of its choice Constituents 
have the opportunity to know their 
representatives. And. in the case of 
Burke County, it is more likely 
minorities will be represented 

“It seems the larger a county 
gets, the more its needs district rep- 
resentation.” says Howard County, 
Maryland's elected Executive 


Hugh Nichols. District officials 
are also less supseet of political 
machinery. His county voted 
against a district plan in 1976. 
Nichols suspects the issue will rise 
again. 

Election by district has disadvan- 
tages. too. “The system required 
continuing attention to bound- 
aries,” says Gary Greenhalgh of 
the U.S Federal Elections Com- 
mission. “There are practical 
administrative problems in making 
sure the right people get the right 
ballot. However, computers can 
help a great deal. In a well-run 
county, election administration is 
not insurmountable ” 

Other critics say district repre- 
sentation promotes ward politics, 
port barrelling and gerrymander- 
ing They fear special interests pre- 
vent commissioners from taking a 
long-range look at problems such as 
water resource management, road 
repair, school closings and econo- 
mic development. 

Recent charters, therefore, have 
often created new systems The 
Weld County. Colo., board, for ex- 
ample. now has five council mem- 
bers. Three are from districts and 
two at large The compromise 


theory is that citizens still have 
council members to identify with 
while at-large members prevent 
parochialism. 

It is wise policy, as Supreme 
Court Justice John P. Stevens has 
written, “to accelerate the transi- 
tion of minority groups to a position 
of political power commensurate 
with their voting strength. The 
record in this case amply supports 
the conclusion that governing offi- 
cials of Burke County repeatedly 
denied black citizens rights guaran- 
teed by the Fourteenth and Fif- 
teenth Amendments.” 

This ruling reinforces the new. 
more liberal amendment to the Vot- 
ing Rights Act. Both measures will 
make it easier for minorities to 
overturn election laws. Under the 
old law, it had to be proven county 
officials intended to discriminate 
Under the new law. intent need not 
be proven. 

As important as it is. ending ra- 
cial discrimination is only one facet 
of the election reform. Most of the 
nation’s counties must periodically 
reconsider the responsibility vested 
in their elected officials. And they 
should not wait until the courts teil 
them to do so. 
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Acts Of 
vandalism 

EDITOR — Sometime during 
the last week of July acts of van- 
dalism took place in Belleville’s 
Horizon Park which stretches for 
three blocks between High Street 
and the lake. 

A heavy knife or hatchet was 
used to chop into the trunks of 
eight of the young highbred black 
locust trees, or had patches of 
bark, some as large as a man’s 
hand, stripped off their trunks 
These trees are ten to twelve feet 
high with two inch trunks, thus 
this damage is quite serious. 

One of the redbud trees had one 
of its four large branches broken 
off with the bark stripped more 
than a foot down the trunk. A 
young arborvitae tree was rip- 
ped out of the ground. 

Horizon Park was conceived in 
1976 as part of the Bicentennial 
Program. It was wasteland 
grown up to weeds and brush It 
was then graded and filled, plan- 
ned and planted by a landscaping 
company, benches were pro- 
vided, grass planted and a 
sprinkling system installed to 
cover the full length of the park. 

It is important for Belleville 
taxpayers to know that all of this 
was done with donated funds. 
The curbing and storm drains 
were funded by block grant 
money, not Belleville tax dollars. 
The labor for installing the 


sprinkler system was entirely by 
the Park Commission who serve 
without pay. 

Today the cost to the City is 
minimal, mainly the sprinkling 
water and lawn care. 

Horizon Park with its spec- 
tacular view is a major commun- 
ity asset. Please notify the police 
if you observe questionable be- 
havior in the park.

And sure enough, there in the 
newspaper was an article that I 
swore I had read many years ago 
and one which had made me go to 
the typewriter and which was 
making my typing fingers itch 
this morning. 

The article which was titillat- 
ing my fancy was one entitled, 
“Growing up normal, that’s bad, 
he says.” 

I remember when I first

read that article. It struck me as 
a bit on the crazy side then, and 
now umpteen years later it still 
strikes me as crazy. 

The article said that a little kid 
named Larry is a bad kid be- 
cause he kicks his mom in the 
supermarket but the author 
wasn’t necessarily worrying ab- 
out the badness of Larry as he 
was worrying about whether 
Larry’s mom should whack that 
kid across the butt. The author, 
who has become an authority at 
34 years of age, says the mom 
shouldn’t whack the kid unless 
she wants him to grow up nor- 
mal Growing up normal can 
ruin a kid’s psyche, the author 
says, and stifle his creativity . . . 
or words to that effect. 

Well . I don t know how you feel 
about it, but I feel that anyone 
that has only 34 years tucked 


under his belt, and just two little 
kids barely out of wet pants 
doesn’t have the foggiest about 
the real world of raising kids. 

But then I’m pretty open- 
minded and I remembered that 
one time I, too, had lofty ideas 
about raising kids. Somewhere 
between the first and sixth I just 
threw the ideas out of my head 
and went to it by the seat of their 
pants.

On foster homes 
and mental health 


EDITOR — Just recently 
Secretary of Health and Human 
Services Richard Schweiker 
proposed new regulations that 
would minimize the require- 
ments for nursing home inspec- 
tions. 

The changes would involve 
cancelling annual inspections to 
once every three years for those 
facilities with good records and 
only every two years for the 
others . In addition , the 90 day fol- 
low-up inspections for poorly 
rated facilities would be elimin- 
ated. 

As a gerontologist in the Inks- 
ter area, I am infuriated that Mr. 
Schweiker should feel that the 
place to save money is on the 
backs of the ages and disabled in 
nursing homes. Although it is 
possible for concerned agencies 
to have ombudsman programs to 
act as advocates for these people 
the Federal Government has 
been the only authority to protect 
this helpless segment of our 
population from abuse and negli- 
gence. 

I strongly urge every family 
with a patient in some type of 
nursing or convalescent home to 
write Mr. Schweiker or their 
Congressmen. Regular nursing 
home inspection and follow-up is 
imperative. We certainly owe 
our nursing home patients that 
minimum protection.

More opinions 
on foster care 

EDITOR — We are a staff of 
people who work daily with 72 
adults with mental retardation 
who are 26 years of age and older 
and in this community. Our 
years of experience ranges up to 
23 years, with an average of over 
8 V 2 years. 

Having worked in the field of 
mental health does not automati- 
cally guarantee that we will not 
have any prejudices towards 
persons with handicaps, but we 
have come to know them as indi- 
viduals, with unique problems 
and needs. We may dislike an in- 
dividual but cannot accept any 
statements which seem to con- 
demn persons as a group. 

We are the people who are in 
direct service; who, to coin a 
phrase used in a recent letter to 
this newspaper, are there for the 
NOW behavior and we do not sit 
in offices. We are the people who 
deal with the day to day joys, 
fears, and needs of these adults 
while guiding their efforts to de- 
velop work skills to their highest 
potential. 

We accept the mentally re- 
tarded person at the level at 
which they function and work 
from there. We do not say that 
everyday is a bed of roses, but 
we do not see any of our people as 
someone to be feared or someone 
we absolutely would not like to 
have as a neighbor. 

We totally disagree with an 
opinion expressed in a recent let- 
ter written to the editor of this 
publication. July 22 , 1982, which 
links mental retardation and 
schizophrenia It also states that 
any mental deficiency, in the 
writer’s opinion, and whatever 
the cause (congential, chemistry 
imbalance, or senility), equates 
with mental illness behaviorial- 
ly. If this were the standard of 
the world, would not all of us fall 
short at sometime in our lives 
and possibly be termed mentally 
ill ? 

We feel sad to think there are 
those among us who work profes- 
sionally with persons with men- 
tal retardation and can still say 
such harmful things about them 
as a group 

We know what a hard battle 
has been fought through the 
years to establish services It has 
been a difficult task just to get 
the public to realize that when a 
person s mind anti or body does 
not function perfectly he is no 
less in need of training. 


academics, entertainment, and 
a loving home atmosphere. 

The ultimate answer to our 
“not so perfect population is not 
to lock them away from our 
sight, but to give them room to 
develop just as we did. We real- 
ize in some cases there is a need 
of hospitalization or a separate 
living situation away from one’s 
family. 

What’s to say this should al- 
ways be in an institution? Group 
homes have been established 
throughout the area and statis- 
tics will bear out the lack of inci- 
dence of problems caused in the 
neighborhoods. Only the out- 
rageous things get publicized 
just as it does with all of us, * nor- 
mal” or mentally retarded This 
may possibly be a little of our 
fault for not telling the story of 
our law-abiding, hardworking, 
maybe a little boring, and aver- 
age citizen. The story could be 
about one of our adults in our 
program as well as that of John 
Doe. 

It seems we do not need to fear 
persons with handicaps, but 
maybe they should fear us. TLey 
do not burn or vandalize our 
homes, but someone h.as done 
this to their homes. They come to 
our neighborhoods full of joy of a 
new experience, with a smile on 
their faces ready to accept us. 
Why is it so hard for us to return 
the same friendly smile- and go 
from there? Why must we fear 
that of which we are not so know- 
ledgeable? 

The writer of the aforemen- 
tioned letter to editor is not b eing 
asked to bring any persons 
home, but to share the neighbor- 
hood and community opportuni- 
ties. We are aware of many suc- 
cess stories, persons who hav'e 
their first chance to live in the 
community after maybe 40 years 
in an institution, persons who 
never had the opportunity to 
know what a “normal” life 
should be, much less live that 
role. 

Out of 72 persons in our prog- 
ram. 22 have a history of institu- 
tionalization, with an esti mated 
400 years of bondage totally. 
Twenty-three now reside in re- 
sidential group homes in our 
neighborhoods and are model 
citizens in most all they dio. They 
appreciate being abk? to 1 ive with 
you. 

We greatly resent fear- 
mongering and would ask that 
people accept a human being 
who is equal to us i n value and 
only lacks in mental a ptitude or 
somewhat in physical abilities. 
Has he or she not already been 
deprived of abilities you would 
not like to lose? Wou id we dep- 
rive him of a home as well ? If we 
expect people to act i intelligent, 
loving, sensible and well- 
mannered. then is it not our re- 
sponsibility to do th«e same for 
them? 

It is not fair to gene ralize about 
“mentally deficient’ ’ persons by 
implying that they are a living 
bomb just waiting to explode at 
anytime This is an individual 
trait found in all kinds of people. 

We are ready to defend the 
value of residential living as 
opposed to instituti onal if only 
because we have seen the differ- 
ence and know what we 
ourselves would prefer. Free- 
dom and self reliance gains are 
being made when the opportun- 
ity is there. And why do our prop- 
erty values drop or clo they real- 
ly? If they do, is thi s not due to 
our own attitudes an d overreac- 
tion 0 Are we creating a negative 
environment without at least giv- 
ing a positive one a chance to 
grow 0 Are we all fearful in our 
ignorance by expecting the 
worst ? How do we kn* ow the qual- 
ity of our neighbors u ntil we have 
had an opportunity t:o live near 
them 0 

What we fail to real ize is that in 
many instances it is our own 
negative attitudes wl lich may be 
the greatest limitation disabled 
people face It is unfair to indi- 
viduals to stereotype and project 
a negative image of c itizens who 
are disabled

Split Enz, currently one of the 
hottest bands to be found any- 
where, hail from the unlikely 
port of New Zealand, which is 
somewhere around Australia. I 
think Anyway, just weeks after 
their “rear 1 new LP. “Time & 
Tide” hit the racks, comes 
“Frenzy/’ 

Why 0 Because they like you! 

People who have discovered 
Split Enz (and there are a lot of 
us) know that the band’s witty 
pop songs ore like LAY S potato 
chips; you always want more 
And so We get “Frenzy/ half of 
which is taken from the album of 
the same name that was released 
only in their native land, and half 
of which is previously unre- 


leased demos”, most of which 
sound at least as good as the legit 
stuff. 

Top tracks include “I See Red* 
(a big hit in England a few years 
back), “Mind Over Matter,” 
“Give It a Whirl.” and perhaps 
the best of them all, “Semi- 
Detached.” 

With the “Time & Tide” album 
and the single culled from it, 
“Six Months In a Leaky Boat,” 
still climbing the charts, it's un- 
likely A&M will put out a 45 from 
“Frenzy.” But it’s a must for 
fans, and that number is growing 
in leaps and bounds.

Every summer, record com- 
panies put out compilations of 
surf and hot rod tunes from days 


gone by, and every summer I 
drive around with the car win- 
dows down playing them on the 
car stereo.

A fine time at Lucille’s

Two years ago, Anant Patel of of 
Canton didn't know what country 
music was and he had never been 
inside a country-western bar — to- 
day. Patel owns on of the best- 
known such establishments in the 
area, and he has learned to really 
enjoy the country sound. 

Patel is the owner and proprietor 
of Lucille’s, considered by many 
who really appreciate country 
Western music to be among the best 
of the clubs offering such entertain- 
ment. Patel purchased the present 


building on Michigan Avenue while 
it was a very popular local disco, 
but by the time closing ownership 
papers were signed and he took 
occupancy, it was clear that disco 
was a thing of the past and country 
western was the sound patrons 
were looking for. 

To fulfill that need, Patel decided 
that country-western would be just 
what he'd offer and he coupled his 
remolding efforts with a search for 
a band that would provide for the 
needs of the true country music 
fans. 

Patel claims to have found that 
answer in Jack Mollette and the 


Boderline Express — the band that 
has been packing patrons into 
Lucille s since Patel opened two 
years ago. And if the critical re- 
views of local experts are to be be- 
lieved, Patel’s musical judgment 
was correct indeed 
Appearing with the band is Sally 
Wright, a female vocalist who has 
only recently released a single re- 
cord, “Everything To Me” which 
was written and produced by Mol- 
lette. Mollette, according to Patel, 
has long been involved in the pro- 
duction of record albums and has 
album waiting for release very soon

The cost of fishing 
lures, like everything 
else, is going up 

Plugs that used to 
sell for less than a dol- 
lar now cost three 
times their former 
price Losing one of 
these to an underwa- 
ter snag puts a dent in 
an angler’s wallet, not 
to mention his tack- 
lebox 

With lures costing so 
much, fishermen are 
more inclined to save 
them when they hang 


up on stumps, rocks 
and other unseen de- 
bris There are sever- 
al ways to go about it 
but the most effective 
is to use a manufac- 
tured lure retriever. 

These devices are 
slotted to slip over the 
fishing line, and are 
usually equipped with 
short iengths of chain 
to entangle the lure’s 
hooks. A stout line 
attached to the re- 
triever lets you pull

the lure backward and 
free once it is hooked. 

If you don’t have a 
retriever, jiggle the 
rod tip up and down 
vigorously while hold- 
ing the line taut, let- 
ting it go slack on each 
downward move. 

If this doesn’t shake 
the hooks loose, move 
your boat so that the 


line can be pulled in 
the opposite direction 
the lure was traveling 
wnen it was snagged. 

If the snag is shal- 
low, plunge the rod 
into the water as far as 
possible and reel the 
tip right up to the lure. 
Then try to push the 
lure backward with 
the tip, or holding 


pressure on the line, 
work the tip in a circle 
to dislodge the hooks. 

When all else fails, 
cut the line several 
feet above the water 
and tie on a small 
piece of strofoam as a 
market. This way, you 
can return later with a 
retriever and find the 
snagged lure.

Westlander Rick Roland 
runs for speed record 


Westlander Rick Roland feels he 
has a shot at breaking the world s 
closed course stock car qualifying 
speed record of 200.642 mph. 

As you ask yourself, “Rick 
who?,” consider that this past May 
in qualifying for the Talladega at 
Alabama International Motor 
Speedway, Roland earned the pole 
position with a run of 197.485 mph. 

“You run about five miles an hour 
faster at Talladega than Daytona, 
so we weren’t totally surprised by 
the 197,” said Roland (he had qual- 
ified at 190.488 for the Daytona 
ARCA 200 in February). ‘ It’s not at 
all out of the question that we could 
run over 200 in July.” 

The 30-year-old Roland does not 
oversee a racing effort employing 
full-time crews to maintain a stable 
of machines. Rather, Roland 
Brothers Heating and Air Con- 
ditioning, a family-owned and oper- 


ated business, is responsible for 
financing and maintaining the 1977 
Pontiac Ventura that the Westland 
driver pilots. 

“It's good to see a guy like Rick 
put forth such an effort to go for this 
record,” said AIMS Director of 
Public Relations Jim Freeman. “It 
brings to mind independents like 
James Hylton and Dave Marvcis 
winning the Talladega 500 — it’s 
what makes racing great.” 

Roland acknowledges his inde- 
pendent/underdog status. 

“One unique aspect of our ability 
to run at these speeds is that we 
don’t have the finances to go down 
to Talladega with two or three en- 
gines,” said Roland. 

“Ideally, we’d like to set up a 
motor just to qualify then pull it and 
replace it with an engine for the 
race. The motor is the answer, and 
that translates into money and

for most wheelchair drivers is 
$5,000. He agrees it is expensive, but 
obviously worthwhile ‘You know, 
he explained, to a handicapped 
person, nothing is easy.” 

Wood credits both Greenwells 
expertise and the Wayne-Westland 
school district for pursuing the 
program and offering it to the area 
students. “Sure, 1 suppose you 
could say it’s expensive, but how 
expensive is it for someone to never 
be able to learn the skills to make 
them independent — to leave them 
trapped?” he queried. 

The classroom portion of the spe- 
cial program includes adjusted 
materials for reading disabled stu- 
dents and the teachers have mod- 
ified and rewritten the state mate- 
rial providing a text that the stu- 
dents with this type of ability can 
understand. 

“The goal of our program is to 
train and educate the student to be 
able to pass the Secretary of State 
test. The course attempts to de- 
velop written and driving skills but 
the student has to ultimately pass 
the state test just like everyone 
else,” Wood explained. He added 
that the course, also utilized by stu- 
dents from Livonia and other local 
areas, has an 80 percent success 
ratio. 

He explained that many students 
know that they would be unable, for 
one reason or another, to pass the 
testing in a regular driving class. 
“This course is devised for the spe- 
cific needs of special students — but 
it is challenging. There is nc 
guarantee that they will pass,” 
Wood said. “They have to be com- 
petent enough to drive in public be- 
fore they get a license.” 

Wood personally instructs the 
most severely physically handicap- 
ped students in the adapted vehi- 
cle. “We may not leave the parking 
lot for three weeks , and then go only 
into very light traffic areas, “Wood 
smiled, “but we get them there.” 

The special course is six weeks in 
length as opposed to the regular 
three week program and the 


teachers will give extra time and 
instruction to students if they feel 
that is the necessary element for 
success. 

“They are good drivers when 
they get done. Many of our students 
have good physical skills with read- 
ing disabilities. We aren t testing 
them on how well they read, but on 
how well they understand the rules 
and know the traffic laws of the 
state,” he said. 

Wood credits the other staff mem- 


to 


bers involved. Donnelly. Laura 
Fannon. Ron Barratt. John Fulton, 
Kevin Wilson. John Freeman and 
Jim Zoltowski for the real success 
of the program and is obviously 
very proud of the job the staff is 
doing. 

“As I said, the credit goes to them 
and to the dist rict These kids would 
never have a chance to learn the 
skills to make them independent 
without this type of program. They 
need it. Wood concluded.
